VIENNA, Feb. 19.—(Bulletin)— T IIP newspaper Marcdai Listy prints a 


report today that two regiments of Russian pioneers and one regiment 
of railway troops, 3,000 meu in all, have been drowned 'while crossing 
Late Baikal. Lake Baikal is on the direct route from 
Russia to Man- 


cUuria. It is over the ice of this body of water that the Russians have been 
trying to build a railway. 


WASHING-TON, Feb. 19—The reply of Russia to Secretary Kay's recent 


circular note was received at the State department this morning. Officials 
of the department would give no definite information » respecting the reply, 
if contents hav« been transmitted by the department to the governments of 
China and Japan. It is not believed that Russia has accepted the sugges- 
tions of the United States. In fact, it is understood that the reply is so 
worded as practicelly to amount to a rejection of Secretary Haj's request. 


TOKIO", Feb. 19—Foreign Minister Kurauri declares today that, war is be- 


ing waged by Japan not for conquest, but for a defense of lust rights and in- 
terests.

TURKISH NOTE 


Sent to the Powers Charges Bulgaria 


With Fomenting Trouble

Washington, Feb. 19.—In connection 


with the threatened uprising in th° 
Balkans, diplomat;; here have recehed 
the full text of a note recently sent by 
Turkey to the Povers signatory to 
the treaty of Berlin. The note charg- 
es Bulgaria with fomenting all 
th» 


trouble in Macedonia, saying: 


"The principality of Bulgaria does 


not 
change its attitude of active 


though concealed hostility in spite of 
the efforts of the forte in carrying 
through the stipulated reforms. Trust- 


worthy investigations reveal the fol- 
lowing facts: 


"1. !n order to be able to arm all 


the villagers, guns as well -us ammu- 
nition are constantly transported to 
ei(iht Bulgarian frontier places. 


"2. The depots of three

divisions are provisioned and 
armed 


us for an immippnt war. 


"3. 
The nowdcr factories and ar- 


tillery workshops in Sofia work double 
time and with double forces. 


"4. All the military roads leading 


into Turkey along the entire Bulgar- 
ian frontier are improved and widened 
and made passable, especially for ar- 
tillery. The frontier telegraph sys- 
tem is oeing established, especially 
along the principal roads. 


"5. In all the districts preparations 


on a larse scale are made for amass- 
ing supplies, a vast commissariat, and 
the furnishing of thousands of wpgons 
by the population as the first anneal. 


"G and 7. The commissariat for all 


the infantry regiments is being es- 
tablished in all the garrisons.and the 
artillery provisioned and manned ai 
on a war footing. 


"8. Special regulations for requisi- 


tions for the sustenance of the ormy 
have been issued. 


"9. An extraordinary credit was 


appropriated for the 
eventuality of 


the war. 


"10. All the mills and bakeries 


••vere investigated in order to asc»r- 
tain their highest capacity and their 
proprietors were instructed to be 
ready for great army orders: besides, 
a militaiy bakery was established. 


"11. Numerous 
fortifications were 


erected at all strategic points and 
along the military roads. 


"12. All the bridges, especially on 


the Maritza river, were rebuilt, re- 
paired and armed. 


"13. The arms of artillery and cav- 


alry and the bayonets of infantry 
were sharpened as if for 
immediate 


action.''

japidly developing future associated 
with Newark's possibilities. 


The Jewett Car' company with three 


liundred and sixty people on the paj" 
roll at a yearly cost of wages of two 
liundred and fifty thousand dollars. 
This company is making something for 
which there is an ever increasing de- 
mand, and if its growth keeps in ling 
with the future demanls ^or its cars in 
a quarter of a century it promes to be 
the very greatest plant in the city. 


The B. H. Everett company has one 


thousand and three hundred persons'in 
its employment, whom it pays annually 
five hundred thousand dollars, and is 
steadily growing into larger achieve- 
ment. Leaving out of account those 
who are in school and those who are 
too young and too old to work and this 
plant employs about one-eighth of the 
whole population of the city. 


The Wehrle company, the greatest 


stove plant in the world today, paid in 
salaries to its one thousand employes 
last year the sum of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars, ind is paying in wages 
now at the ratio of five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and when men are se- 
cured to run the present plant at its 
full capacity it will employ two thou- 
sand men and have a pay roll of one 
million two hundred thousand dollars, 
and will have a 
producing capacity 


twice that of any factory on earth. 


But the B. & O. railroad is our great- 


est employer of men, and had on its 
pay roll one thousand nine hundred 
men who receive pay here and pays 
out in Newark yearly the sum of two 
million one hundred thousand dollars. 


In the face of these facts the future

Of course the ideal city government 


vould be one which has the best form 
of government devisable by the 
in- 


genuity of man; in which all officers* 
were men of the highest type of hon- 
esty, fitness and intelligence; in which 
the municipal revenues were neithe 
stolen nor wasted; where no money 
is collected as taxes e^ceat what was 
needed for an economical administra- 
tion of affairs; in which al! public 
services, water, gas. electricity, trans 
portation and ^he like were conducted 
by the municipality itself and for its 
own profit, and in which every i>olic~ 
officer is a dog fancier and ever* 
sprinkling wagon equipped with, an 
adequate fire escape. 


But can we hope for such a milcn- 


tium? 


Alas, our municipal government 


what our frail human natures make 
it. Unfortunately every citizen ?ns 
not that high moral sense displayed 
by Ihe Colorado 
Consressinari. who 


recently relieved the Naiiop.al Hoasr 
cf Representatives frcm th» task o 
«3c-tenn5ning a contest for his scat, b;. 
announcing that the evidence r 
i-uced l»y his onitoncnt convinced bim

o his health; as thnt man on, that day 
valked out of the hall of Coneress 
;aving thus relincjuished a seat about 
o be awarded to him. methinks, a 
jalo of e;lory crowned his brow. That 
nan deserves that the 
business of 


his whole country should be sus- 
icnded for five minutes In his honor. 


But let us look at the Municipal 
ituation as it is. While there are 
some exceptions to the 
rule, as a 


general thing the municipal govern- 
nents in this country are bad in 
orm, extravagant, expensive and in- 
efficient, resulting in their being 
a 


great financial burden to the people, 
ndeed ,lhe failure of municipal gov- 
ernment in the United States is given 
as the strongest argument to show 
he failure of the policy of self gov- 
ernment in this country. 
There is 


no good reason why it should not be 
,he rule that municipal government 
should be as honestly and efficiently 
'onductcd as the ordinary state and 
ederal governments. 
What is municipal government but 


! vast business enterprise, which 
should be conducted on strictly liu?i- 


ess principles. To show this it only 
leeds to be pointed out, that its func- 
ions are : 


1. To preserve public peace, private 


property and protect the individual. 


2. To make public improvements. 
3. Preserve the public health. 
4. To provide for a supply of the 


public wantsJ such as: . water, gas, 
parks, cemeteries, public halls, 
mar- 


kets. 


5. To provide and 
expend public 


funds for public purposes. 


I beg to assign two reasons why 


municipal governments^are not usual- 
ly conducted upon business principles, 
and they are: 


The unlimited suffrage, and the al- 


most complete domination of partisan 
politics in municipal affairs. 


In municipal elections every resi- 


dent of the requisite age may •s-rote 
except idiots, the insane and women 


e is absolutely 
no educational 


qualification., so that so far as the 
power of tlie ballot is concerned the 
feeble minded inmate of the 
pool 


house has just as much influence in 
shaping the policy of the 
govern- 


ment and selecting its officers as the 
citizen with the largest property in- 
terests at stake. 


We have no risht to conclude that 


this condition of iffrurs is inevitable 
for we find that bur neishbors north 
of the Great Lakes and our English 
progenitors 
across the sea have 


brought the policy and functions of 
municipal government to such a high 
standard of eniciency and excellence 
that they have become the wonder! 
of the world. 


In England and Canada the mu- 


nicipal voters are householders, l 
prs occupying quarters of the renta 
value of 10 pounds per year, occu- 
piers and owners of property of the 
rental value of 10 pounds per year 
and all women with these aualifica 
tions vote. 


In the City of Glasgow for example 


Hie municipality owns and manages 
itr own lodging houses, bath houses 
washhouses, water system taken fron 
Loch Katrine 34 miles distant, 
gas 


;y*stem, 
electric 
lighting, garbagi 


plant, tramways or street railways on 
which working men may ride 
on- 


mile for a penny, municipal marke 
-ystem, parks, art galleries and 
like. 


So skillfully are these various inn 


uicipal industries managed 
by th' 


municipal 
authorities of Glasgow 


that they yield a snug surplus ove 
expenses, pay »H *he expenses of the 
municipal government besides and 
wholly relieve the citizens from the 
payment of any municipal taxes what 
ever. 


In th-3se countries politics cut no 


Sgure in municipal government. an< 
the Mayor of Glasgow informed me 
on one occasion, that they had no mu 
nicipal civil service system for to 
simple reason that merit was the con- 
trolling principle in the selection of 
officers from the Mayor down.
